The industrial promotion activities of this office generally fall
under two categories - industrial development and trade.

Alberta through joint venture with another Alberta company or
through its own efforts.

In this regard, our
office works in conjunction with the local Canadian Consulate and
Trade Commissioner's office. In addition, this office acts as a
point of contact or liaison between companies and parties, both
private and government in Alberta and California.
